THF JESUITS. 


AND THE AGGRESSION OF 
ROMANISM. 


An Adtlr©** by K«v. Alex. Campbell. 

The town hall was crowded to its utmost 
capacity on Monday evening last to listen 
to the Key. Ale*. Campbell lecture on the 
above topic. Nearly all of the prominent 
people of the town were present. Rev. Mr. 
Young was nominated for chairman but he 
declined the honor, and suggested that 
Uriah Wilson, M. P., be called to the chair. 
This was a capital bit and was received 
with cheers. Uriah suggested that as his 
position would likely be attacked he pre¬ 
ferred keeping his own seat. Ironioal 
cheers greeted his statement. Finally D. 
H. Preston was chosen to preside and he 
opened the meeting by calling on the lecturer 
of the evening and in doing so said that the 
question would be discussed from a non- 
political standpoint. 

R*v. Mr. Camr hell 

said that he was glad that such an an¬ 
nouncement had been made, as he had fre¬ 
quently been accused by both political 
parties of favoring the other. The lecturer 
said that he was not here to rail against 
Romanism ; he was perfectly willing to 
grant them all the privileges claimed for 
ourselves and nothing more. He believed 
in Equal Rights for all. He thought that 
the Roman Catholics, and especially the 
Jesuits, were claiming more than they 
were willing to grant to Protestants. 

The sixteenth century was an important 
era in the world’s history. Protestant 
principles threatened to overthrow Papacy, 
and strenous efforts were made to stem the 
torrent. King William did overthrow 
King James, and God did let the winds 
loose, and destroyed the Spanish Armada. 
As the Protestants were so victorious then 
why was the present agitation being 
pushed? What was the danger? There 
is in our midst to-day a power opposed to 
liberty, freedom and the best interests of 
our country. This power would coupteract 
the influence of the Battle of the Boyne 
and even of Waterloo. Hunted out of 
Germany, and other countries, the Jesuit 
haa found a veritable asylum in Canada. 
The Jesuit has been playing too important 
a part in the politics of onr country. The 
people at the head of the present • agitation 
are not fanatics, but are among the 
leading men of the Dominion. Our 
contention is that onr legislators of 
both parties have yielded too much 
to the demands of Romanism ae 
represented by Jesuits. The lecturer re¬ 
ferred to Gyips recont cartoon on the woee- 
tion and said that it clearly represented the 
facts. 

Referring to the Province of Quebec, Mr. 
Campbell said that the Roman Catholic 
church in Quebec was virtually occupying 
the position of an established church. In 
1774 the Imperial Parliament granted the 


ment repeatedly disallowed the Streams 
Bill ! One party contended that the act 
was intra vires, that is, within the power 
of the Provincial Government to pass, and 
the other party said that they favored Pro¬ 
vincial Rights, and would not interfere with 
a measure that was dealing with matters 
purely Provincial. Mr. Merrier actually 
asked the Pope if he might sell the estates 
in question and the Pope graciously assent¬ 
ed. 

The arguments advanced by those who 
voted for the bill are not much better than 
the green screen, which a saloon keeper 
puts before the door to hide the drunkards 
from view. The Protestants of Montreal 
have to pay over 812,000 a year towards 
the support of Roman Catholic schools. 
The lecturer said that he had to pay 875 a 
year for the tuition of his child at the high 
school in that city. 

Mr. Mercier would allow no amendment 
to the school laws, unless it had tirst 
passed the public council and had been 
initialed by Cardinal Taschereau. The 
Cardinal insisted, and now had, a seat on 
the throne when the House of Parliament 
met. The Jesnite taught doctrines that 
the lecturer would not mention. He gave 
some of the teachings of the order. 

1. Hunting and fishing on Sunday was 
permissable when not accompanied by too 
great noise. 

2. Punishing wives ought to be practised. 

3. Women should not be readily believed 
as they are habitually given to lying. 

4. Servants are justified in compensating 
themselves without the knowledge of their 
employers if they do more work than they 
bargain for. Thete are some of the doc¬ 
trines which onr governments are endow¬ 
ing the Jesuits to teach. The Jesuits must 

f o or Confederation must go. “A house 
ivided against itself cannot stand." The 
lecturer did not say that Catholics must 
go. but the Jesuits must be made to move. 

Partyism and denominationalism must 
be dropped and Protestants must unite in 
securing and retaining the freedom of 
thought and conscience which onr ancestors 
fought for and obtained at a great price. 

The Jesuits Estates Bill was signed by 
the Governor-General on the twelfth day 
of July. The Orangemen will do well to 
remember that fact and that date. Mr. 
Campbell closed his address shortly after 
nine o'clock. 

Rev. A. B. Chambers moved that a vote 
of thanks be tendered Mr. Campbell for his 
able lecture. Mr. Chambers took occasion 
to announce his platform. He said that 
he believe in equal rights for all, and that 
the Jesuits were getting more than their 
rights at the present time. The Jesuit 
BUI ought not to have carried, and he had 
no sympathy with the men who voted for 
it. He condemned their ooozae in scathing 
terms, and wound up his brief bat eloquent 
remarks by urging everybody to stand firm 
on this question. 

Rev. Mr. Young seconded the motion 
favoring a vote of thanks. He, too, an¬ 
nounced his platform and spoke strongly 
against Roman and especially Jesuit ag¬ 
gression.

Referring to the Province of Quebec. Mr. 
Campbell said that the Roman Catholic 
church in Quebec was virtually occupying 
the position of an established church. In 
1774 the Imperial Parliament granted the 
Catholics large privileges, which resulted 
inthe accumulation of vast wealth by the 
Priests; the degradation of the common peo¬ 
ple and the receiving of vast political power. 
The Roman Catholics dare not deny any¬ 
thing said by the Pope. Freedom of speech 
and liberty of conscience and action, were 
absolutely forbidden. The wealth of the 
Catholic church in Quebec is simply enor¬ 
mous. Its revenues were derived-from 
many and many a source. Fees were 
charged for everything,from the blessing of 
a plot of ground to the burving of the dead. 

At the time of theconquest it had $2,000,- 
000 and some land. Now it has churches 
valued at over $50,000,000, and over eight 
hundred nunneries. Money was loaned by 
the church to buy out Protestant farmers 
at the low rate of two per cent. They could 
afford to do this, because Catholic farmers 
gave one bushel out of each twenty-six to 
the church, whole sections in Quebec were 
now absolutely controlled by the Catholios. 
Rome always marshals her forces at the 
time of an election. The Orangemen of 
this country have been fooled several times 
by their political friends, and some say 
that they will be fooled again. The 
lecturer said that he did not believe so, but 
that the Orangemen were going to stand by 
their guns. The great Methodist church 
had but little political influence. When 
Protestants ask for anything they are re¬ 
ceived with a smile, but Rome receives and 
insists on prompt attention to her demands. 
The lecturer referred to the OKa Indian 
matter and pointed out that the Priests 
never interfered with them so long as they 
remained Catholics, but when they became 
Protestante they were deprived of their 
homes and were persecuted most bitterly. 
Canada never had a government brave 
enough to give these Indians simple justice. 

Referring to the question as it touched 
Provincial Parliaments. He said that 
Marmion was thrown out of the school cur¬ 
riculum to please Roman Catholics in 
Ontario. Canada is the only country on 
the face of the globe that has not expelled 
the Jesuits. The Jesuits have been expell¬ 
ed more than eighty-six times by re¬ 
sponsible governments. 

In 1761 the King of France banished 
them from France. In 1768 the Pope dis- 
baned and abolished the order of the Jesuits. 

The British Government took possession 
of their estates in Canada during the reign 
of George III, at that time their being no 
Jesuits living in Canada. 

Mr. Mercier made the Pope of Rome ad 
mit that the Jesuits had no legal claim to 
the estate thus forfeited, but only a moral 
one. The question is whether the civil law 
of our land, administered by the Queen and 
her officers shall prevail, or shall the canon 
law, as administered by the Pope and his 
satellites. 

Do you wonder that an out cry is being 
made 7 

The lecturer contended that Mr. Mercier 
came into power through a raoe and reli- 
gous cry, and, as his majority was small, 
he took hold of the Jesuit question. He 
arranged the matter personally with the 
Pope and of course gave him a solid phalanx 
of Roman Catholic supporters in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec. 

In the Dominion Parliament both parties 
agreed to barter British Law to the churoh 
of Rome. It is doubtful if anything but 
the power of Rome could unite the Grits 
and Tories. 

The power of disallowance is for the ex¬ 
press purpose of guarding the rights of tne 
minority. Were Provincial laws never dis¬ 
allowed ? Had not the Dominion Govern-

on this question. 

Rev. Mr. Young seconded the motion 
favoring a vote of thanks. He, too, an¬ 
nounced bis platform and spoke strongly 
against Roman and especially Jesuit ag¬ 
gression. 

Before the motion was put, George M. 
Elliott, jumped to his feet and took Mr. 
Campbell to task about some quotations 
made from Paul Bert’s work which Mr. 
Elliott contended was merely a translation 
of the work published in 1640, and was not 
an authorized Jesuit work. The audience 
did not want to hear him, but Mr. Camp¬ 
bell asked that he be heard, and then 
when he had made his statement, correct¬ 
ed him. Mr. Campbell said that the work 
was written in 1875 by a noted Jesuit 
Father and Paul Bert translated the work 
in 1880. Mr. Elliott was entirely mis¬ 
taken. 

This was the only attempt made during 
the evening to defend either Uriah or the 
Government. 

The motion was then put and carried. 

NOTES. 

Uriah Wilson occupied a seat on the plat¬ 
form, and looked as if he was putting in a 
very uncomfortable time of it. He was as 
dumb has an oyster even when he had an 
opportunity of speaking as he might have 
done when the motion regarding the vote 
of thanks was under discussion. 

Mr. Campbell was wrong in stating that 
Roman Catholics in Ontario were virtually 
compelled to support separate schools in 
Ontario. There is no such law. A Roman 
Catholic may be and frequently is a public 
school supporter, nor can he be made to be 
anything else unless he himself wishes it.

Not all Gold That Glitters. 

The abundant yield of grain anticipated a 
few weeks ago does not seem to pan out up 
to the expectations indulged in. Again we 
see a wide margin between anticipation and 
participation. One of our best farmers in 
North Fredericksburgh thrashed out a load 
of sheaves, from as fine a looking field of 
oats as you would find in the county, and 
expected as least twenty-five bushels but 
only got eighteen bushels, and of light 
weight at that. Another neighbor estima¬ 
ted hiB barley crop at 1500 bushels, but the 
threshing mackine undeoeived him, for he 
had only 900 bushels. This year a large 
acreage was sown on low land, as last years 
experiences indicated this to be the safer 
course. The consequence is, where not 
entirely flooded out there has been a 
wonderful growth of straw, but the grain 
has not filled properly. On enquiry from 
farmers from other sections, we find the 
grain crop will not be up to the average, 
certainly not more than two thirds of what 
was anticipated. Barley in this section is 
badely colored and of light weight.

Catohing fish With a Bottle. 

Catching fish is surely a very novel us* 
lor a bottle, but the feat is easily aooomp 
lished and affords a great deal of amusement 
•nd excitement. 

A number of empty champagne or beer 
bottles being obtained, each one it to be 
filled with send or shot until it will stand 
upright when floated in water. Bach bottle 
la then tightly corked and a strong tapering 
ash or hickory stick, 18 inohes long, is pas* 
ed through each oork, this ttiok having a 
email, bright-oolored burgee (a three corner¬ 
ed flip) at its tip. Next a pleoe #f wire is 
twisted around the neck of the bottle, 
that it cannot slip off, and in this wire a 
large loop is made to whloh the fish-line is 
feetrned. The length of the line must 
depend entirely upon the depth of the water 
to be fished; 10 feet is usually long enough. 
The hooks, for general use, should be of 
medium size—say No. 5. Moderately 
heavy sinkers are attached to the line. 
A swivel will make the outfit complete, 
although not absolutely neoessary. If the 
bottles tnemselvoe coat nothing, a dozen 
may by prepared at a cost of 25 oents. 

The bottler, thus having been made ready, 
may be used In a number of ways. They 
may be set in a row on the bank of a stream, 
or on a pier, olose to the edge; the books 
having been properly baited, are to be drop 
pod into the water. It will not be long 
before one of the bottles will begin to waver 
and suddenly take a mighty leap overboard, 
swimming off and bobbing around Id a very 
peculiar manner. The exoitement which a 
row of three fishing-bottlee will arouse, and 
the gueasiDg ai to which battle will go first, 
is very amusing, and not to be despised as 
sport. 

One or more of the bottles having pepped 
off and been taken in tow by a fish, must 
now be rescued ; this can be done by means 
of a long stick having three hoeke, without 
barbs, 1 asbed to it, back to back ; some one 
of the books will soon catch Into the loop of 
wire around the neck of the bottle and you 
can drt.w in both bottle and fish. 

Where there is a lake or pond at hand and 
a boat available, the battles may be taken 
out from abore and set afloat around the 
boat. If the fitb are at all lively and there 
are mu>y bottles to tend, there will be eomc 
very exciting sport in chasing the bottles, 
for they will start in all directions at every 
moment.

How the Rival Herts ot treat Britain and 

AclUll ymi Contend with keck Hlher. 

The naval review off Spifhead is attract 
log the attention of the authorities at Waah- 
ire ton. A correspondent at the American 
Capital writei as follows -.—Although the 
annual inspection and review off Splthead is 
for the British navy the great show of the 
year, there U more interest in the mai oeavret 
which fellow it. These continue through 
several weeks, and give abundant exercise in 
attsck and defend, pursuit, concentration, 

bombardment, iquadroD evolntions, torpedo- 

boat practice, and indeed most-I tha opera¬ 
tions of naval war. Last year the max,oeuvre* 
began at two point*, one on the northern and 
the other on the routhern coaet of Ireland, at 
each of which a British iquadron waa found 
and attacked by the squadron o an Imaginary 
enemy called AohllL The exoitement of the 
operations ran high when the attacking 
squadron* withdraw from the front of their 
opponent*, end succeeded in taking ravage* 
on the southwestern ooaet of 8ootland, and 
thenoe eouthward for some distance in the 
Iri.h Sea before they were made to suffer for 

their audaoby. . . 

This year, like last, there will be an at¬ 
tack from Aohili, and the two principal offi 
oere who then task charge of the enemy e 
foroee will change places with the two Ad¬ 
mirals who conducted the defeno*. Ihete 
manoeuvre* unquestionably teach more than 
a parade in the 8olent a* to the real oondi- 
tion, degree of tffioienoy, and shertoomiDgs 
*f the Briteh nary. For example, the 
structural weakness of not a few of the 
terpedo boat* In heavy weather was made 
quite manifest by them, whereas nothing of 
the sort might be apparent in a fair-weather 
review. 

The oomposltien of the opposing beets 
•hows that the British navy can spare from 
its regular foroe In home waters for an 
imaginary enemy a iquadron of vast power, 
while retaining for itself quite enough 
strength to defend the islands. As reoently 
arranged, the Achill foroee were to inolude 
the armorcladt Inflexible, Camperdown, 
Anson, Howe, Devastation, Monarob, Iron 
Duke, and the flagship Northumberland, the 
first five being of from 9,300 to 12,000 tons, 
and carrying very heavy armor and gun* of 
from 35 to 80 tons. The enemy’s unarmor¬ 
ed ornleers were to Include the fast vessels 
Iris, Magioienne, Msrsey, Arethusa, Aus¬ 
tralia, Calypso, Curlew, and one or two 
others, making from 16 to 20 knots, besides 
the fast gunboats Grasshopper and Rattle¬ 
snake. 

To meet this array the British iquadron 
brings together of armoroladt the flagship 
Hercules, the Rsdney, the Warsplte, the 
Conqueror, the Neptune, the Shannon, the 
Invincible, the Cslllngweod, the Rupert, the 
Ajax, and the Blaok Priuoe. It will also 
have four belted cruisers, the Undaunted, 
Narcietnt, Aurora, and Galatea, two of the 
tame clast boing assigned to the enemy. It 
will have the unarmored cruisers Medea, 
Melpomone, Marathon, Mercury, Forth, and 
Thames, of from 17 to 20 knot* speed, and 
the gunboat* Serpent, Mohawk, Sandfly, 
Spider, and Sharpshooter, *f whloh the last 
named oan go 21 knets under forced draught. 

In addition to these main squadrons there 
are no fewer than five smaller bodies, classed 
at divisions for ate in tht English Channel, 
and the Irish and Nerth Seas, and on the 
Scotch coast. In the aggregate they In¬ 
olude two armorclad abipt-of-ahe-line, seven 
armored ccast-defenoe vessels, seven unar 
mored cruisers, eleven gnn-boatt, and near 
ly forty torpedo boats.

Another improvement is to paint the in 
side cf the bottle white, by penricg in whits 
paint and shaking it around and then pour¬ 
ing it out and .ettirg the bottle dry. Then 
prepare the bottle as described, and should a 
urge fish turn the bottle upside-down, as Lo 
vory likely will. It can be readily seen and 
follow ed.—fWide Awake. 


A Talk About Tigers- 

Little folks are always anxious to learn 
something abont natural bistory and animals, 
so they are given here a little sketch of the 
fiercest of known animals. The tiger is the 
admiration snd dread of young people.

The new law In Connecticut requiring the 
removal of saloon screens has brought Aout 
the following situation, " The new screen 
law has produced rather an interesting and 
a somewhat complicated situation in New 
Britain. Mr. Dunn's saloon is set off from 
the restaurant by a partition so arranged 
that on Sunday and after midnight on week¬ 
days the bar oan be entirely dosed up and 
separated from the restaurant. The latter 
oan then, by law, bt kept open all the time. 
If the partition between restaurant and bar 
is removed, so as to give a dear view of the 
latter from the street, the saloon and the 
restaurant beoome one and the latter must 
be closed at midnight and on Sundays. The 
situation has given rise to a number of 
interviews between the County Commission 
ere and Mr. Dunn’s counsel, with a view to 
obviating the difficulty.

A partly worn batque may be renovated 
or a plain one be made into a dressy gar¬ 
ment, by adding a lace and illk muslin gar¬ 
niture ahown In Figure No. 54. A airtight 
piece of illk mualin, 48 Inchea in length, 
folded round the neck, ai illustrated, 
looee pleats that are tapered in at the waa 
and then fall loose.

A row of lace trims the entire edge, and 
insertion is set in at the bottom of the V- 
shaped neck before the muslin is pleated.

suitable for cotton, tennis flannel, anr&b, of 
light-weight woolen goods.

The ooat basque has a long, narrow back 
to the foot of the skirt, and jacket fronts 
having revers and large buttons. The 
double-breastod vest also has revers showing 
a V of the basque material. The sleeves 
are ooat shaped, and the whole costume 
bears the unmistakble Parisian stamp. 

The measurements of a Parisian-made 
gown iniidate wider skirts, as the lining oi 
this one is 3 yards in width. The front is 
27 inohes wide at the bottom and 9 inohes 
at the top ; the gore on either side is 14 
inohes at the belt, and 23 inohes on the 
lower edge, and the straight back is 36 
inches in width, with a 12 inch reed 13 inch¬ 
es below the belt, and has the tiniest of pad 
bustles. 

Handsome skirts have a gathered and 
pinked silk frill on the Inside of tbe lower 
edge. Skirts often slip around, and thus 
lose their designed effeot, but sewing a hook 
at the oentre front of the belt, and an eye 
on the corsets, any twisting around may be 
prevented. 

Sash ends, trimmed with trimmed with 
fringe, are cut straight across. The front 
and sides are frequently fiaished on the 
lower e Jge with fringe, which falls over a 
gathered frill of the diess material. A fist 
border of ribbon, lace insertion, embroidery, 
galloon, woven designs, or velvet continue 
in voguo for the front and sides, or front 
only, of skirts. 

Laoe basques for stout figures are made of 
the laoe laid smoothly over the silk lining, 
with bretellss of three rows of No. 7 ribbon 
passing over the shoulders and tapering to 
one row about 2 inohes back of tbe 
slight point of tbe bodice, baok and 
front. The elee/es are trimmed with 
lengthwise rows of ribbon to the elbows. 

The Direotoire ruffle on waists is a gather¬ 
ed rufflj, three inches deep, of crepe, silk 
muslin, silk embroidery, or laoe, finely knife- 

{ dented or left plain, and sowed down tbe 
apped edge of tbe round waist full enough 
to fall graoefully. It is usually accompanied 
by a turn over oollar and cuffs to corre¬ 
spond. 

The full sleeves are shown in many de¬ 
signs, but the most highly favored onq is 
quite close at the wrists and slightly full at 
the top. This has coat shaped lining, with 
the outer material cut longer. 

Then there is a draped sleeve having the 
foundation out as usual, with the top part of 
the outer material of the larger half of the 
sleeve cut longer and wider at the top, which 
fullness is draped in easy folds over the 
shoulder, tapering narrower in the centre. 
In all cases the top of the sleeve is arranged 
to give a rounder appearanoe to the arms 
and a graceful slope to the shoulders.

duty, *8 stated above, is 35 per cent., but 
the Customs officials are authorized to fix 
the valuation of the article, and by adding 
ten, twenty or thirty per oeut. to the in¬ 
voice price, they largely augment the duty 
paid by the settler. In this way, too, they 
contrive to harass and destroy the import- 
trade, with the resalt that the Battlers 
are left completely at the mercy of the 
Canadian makers. In spite of this system, 
however, a considerable nnmber of Ameri¬ 
can implements are still brought into Man¬ 
itoba and the Territories. In a recent re¬ 
port to the Washington Government, Mr. 
Taylor, the United States Consul at Win¬ 
nipeg, aays that nearly 15 per cent, of the 
implement business is done with Amerioan 
houses. Thi* of itself is an answer to the 
protectionist fable, that the N. P. enables 
the Canadian maker to turn out a better 
and a cheaper article than his competitors. 

The revaluation system is, in fact, an 
additional prop to monopoly. Some time 
ago a firm of implement manufacturers in 
Western Ontario wanted five car loads of 
n«ts and bolts. There was a oombine 
among the few Canadian nut and bolt 
makers, and the firm wrote to the secretary 
of it, offering to pay the American price at 
Cleveland, O., plus the Canadian duty, for 
a consignment. The secretary refused to 
accept this figure, whereupon the firm im¬ 
ported the five carloads direct from Cleve- 
land. But on its arrival at its destination 
the shipment was seized for undervaluation 
by the CuRtoms authorities; and on en¬ 
quiry the firm found that the secretary of 
♦be combine had been in communication 
with tbe Customs department, and had 
really promoted the seizure. The firm lost 
nothing in the end by this act of robbery, 
for of coarse the additional price was col¬ 
lected from the Canadian farmers who 
bought the implements, into the manufac¬ 
ture of which the nuts and bolts entered. 
The farmer is the victim of last resort in 
all such transactions, and even tbe monop¬ 
olists who prey upon him are beginning to 
ask how much longer he is likely to stand it.

No, 
you won't do that, it is your mission to 
remain in Qoebec and convert the heathen, 
and cry “No Burrender” till every mother's 
son of Jean Baptiste is made to swallow 
the thirty-nine articles, or at least, be able 
to repeat the shorter Catachism. Would you 
not also like to enact the Blue laws of Con¬ 
necticut ? Don’t wince under the lash of 
conscience, bring them to time, they are 
only poor papists, and most be saved at all 
hazards, although you are made to “play 
fantastic tricks before high heaven,” in the 
operation. 

Gentlemen yon are forgetting your call¬ 
ing when you undertake to run the political 
machine.

Great Increase In the Salmon Ontpnt this 
I ear. 

Victoria, B.C., Aug. 23—The "Colonist’’ 
this morning printed the talmon paok of 
Brstish Columbia to data, totaling 376,000 
oaser, being 127,000 oases above the liurgtst 
pack of any previous year. Of this amount 
the northern canneries contribute 100,000 
oases, the remainder being from Fraser river. 
Tbe fish are still running freely on the latter 
and some oanneries will pack fall salmon. 
It is estimated that the year’s pack will 
reach 420.G0C oases. This has all been sold 
at from $5 50 to $6.60, and calculating at 
$6 per case, makes a total value of over $2,- 
500,000. The Fraser canneries have from 
tea to thirty thousand cases each.

TEN THOUSAND YEAfiS. 

That Was she Age Assigned by Humboldt. to 
the Famous Pragoa Tree oi Orotava. 

With an antiquity rivaling, probably sx- 
oeeding, that of the pyramids of Egypt, and 
a reputation scarcely inferior, it is remaik- 
able, says tbe London Globe, how little notice 
has been taken of the death of the ooIosm! 
dragon tree of Orotava. This gigantio, 
hoary-headed vegetable veteran died almost 
suddenly a few years ago, and may be said, 
like the deaoon’s old masterpiece, to have 
gone “ to pieoes all at once—all at onoe, and 
nothing first—juil as bubbles when they 
burst.” After a babyhood cf oenturies, de- 
oades of maturity, and a deoadence of ages, 
it doe* seem pitiable that the departure of 
this wander of the world should have evok¬ 
ed little or no oomment. In accordance with 
the new theory that plant* feel and havl a 
hereafter, it may be that the old dragon tree 
is receiving ehewhere its me*d of praise and 
reward for a long and respected life. 

Though called a tree, in truth the renown¬ 
ed curiosity of Orotava was nothing of the 
sort. It was a kind of gigantio bloated 
asparagus and a near blood relation to the 
fragile, delioate lilies of our gardens. But 
even Solomon at his least glorious epoch 
would never have been jealous of this phe¬ 
nomenon, for the dragon tree is at every 
period of it* strange growth a monstrous, 
unoouth thing—a creepy, evil-suggesting, 
out of-all-time oreature, fib companion of 
ungainly pterodaotyls and gigantic saurian*, 
with some of which the ancient speoimen of 
Orotava may have been personally acquaint¬ 
ed in its younger days. With its blood-red 
sap exuding freely, though with curdling 
slowness, at every wound, its strange crown 
of stiff, strong, sword-like leaves at the end 
of every octopus like arm, and its soaie-olad 
trunk, it is not difficult to trace the origin 
of its name The tree which bears the gold¬ 
en apples is Indigenous to the Canaries, and 
little fancy was required with an imaginative 
people to turn this monstrous vegetable 
growth into the guardian dragoD. Did it 
not bleed thick red blood ? did it not bristle 
with swords, and was not its abode 
on the isles of the blest far beyond the gates 
of Gades, in the veritable garden of the 
Hesperides t The anoients always spoke of 
one dragon guarding the golden fruit because 
the monster of Orotava was even then 
removed from all its comrades in size, bulk, 
and ghastliness. The old Guanohes venerat¬ 
ed the monster, though they were brought 
up under its shadow and must have been 
well accustomed to its peculiarities. They 
regarded it as possessed of animal life, and 
deified it, in its hollow trunk performing 
Druldical rites, and they use its blood-rea 
sap (the dragon’s blood of commerce) for 
embalming their dead. When Alonzo de 
Lugo, the oonqueror of Xeneriffe, came to 
Orotava in 1491 he spared the tree, but 
acandalizid at the profane mysteries which 
had taken plaoe in its interior, he converted 
its hollowness into a chapel for holy mass. 
Humboldt, in 1799, gives its height as “ap¬ 
pearing” about 50 or 60 feet, and its circum¬ 
ference at the roots as 45 feet, and the 
diameter of the trunk at ten feet from the 
ground “ is still 12 English feet,” and he 
computed its age at 10,000 years. The open¬ 
ing was so large that a table was placed in 
it round which fourteen persons could seat 
themselves, and a staircase in the interior 
conducted the visitor up to the height 
whence the branches sprang. 

Slow indeed must have been its growth, 
for 400 years after the visit of the first navi¬ 
gators Lt Dm measured the tree most care¬ 
fully, proving that during that long period 
the increase had only been one foot at the 
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of muslin. Attach fonr thread* to suspend 
it by ; soak for awhile in very salt water and 
let it dry ; then plaoe in it an empty eggshell 
and set the hammock on fire. The moslin 
will be contained, bat the ashes left will be 
composed of crystals of salt that will hold 
together andkeep theshell saieln the delicate 
frame-work. It is possible to have an entire 
egg instead of the shell, bat pradenoe woald 
suggest Its being boiled hard in advanoe, as 
accidents are always liable to occur. 

It always seems worth while to occasion¬ 
ally try various simple scientific experiments 
to give the little folks a glimpse into the 
wonders of science and then let them read ap 
the why and the wherefore themselves. To 
illustrate the difference cf sound coming 
through air or water, ring the dinner-bell in 
a tub ofjwater and tee how it it altered from 
it* usual tone. To show the power of air fill 
a tin can with water, tie moiquito netting 
over the top, hold a piece of writing paper 
on top with one hand and turn the can up¬ 
side down ; now hold it steadily and draw 
the paper slowly away ; the water will not 
pour out unless there is a hole made in the 
bottom of the can that is uncovered eo the 
air oan pass in from above. 

An attraotive and interesting artiole of 
home deooration, which the children will be 
pleased to see growing day by day, is made 
by simply placing a little common salt and 
water in a glass. In a couple of days a mist 
will be seen on the glass, and in a short time 
the tumbler will be thickly oovered with 
beautiful salt crystals. The crystals may 
be altere i in color by adding to the salt water 
some red ink or a spoonful of blueing, which 
will tint the surface beautifully. If a par¬ 
ticularly pretty result is desired use a vase 
instead of a plain tumbler. Place a dish un¬ 
derneath as the crystals will run over.—De¬ 
troit News. 


Beligious Celebration. 
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The people of Laohine have jost observed 
by a religious celebration the two hundredth 
anniversary uf the moat frightful massacre in 
Indian annals. In the year 1689 the Frenoh 
under Danouville were at war with the 
powerful Iroquois tribes ; but advances had 
jbeen made with a view to peace. The 
I Hurons, who were the Menus of the Frenoh 
and the enemies of the Iroquois, heard of 
the projected peace with gloomy anticipa- 
J tions. Their Chief “ The Rat” set out for 
Fort Frontenao to learn the particulars. On 
arriving he professed pleasure at the coming 
cessation of hostilities, and at onoe left for 
the plaoe at which tbs Ircquois ambassadors 
or negotiators would land. Placing himself 
!in ambush he fell upon the Ircquois and 
killed a number of them. To those who were 
left he declared that he had been sent to do 
this deadly work by the Frenoh. There¬ 
upon the remnant returned to plan venge¬ 
ance. A large party of Iroquois warriors 
was despatched with orders to fitly retaliate. 
On the night of August 4, in the dense dark¬ 
ness accompanying a storm, the Indians 
swept down upon the village of Lachine and 
killed all but about a hundred of the in¬ 
habitants. Those who did not escape they 
took across the river and submitted to the 
most terrible tortures. Meanwhile the 
Frenoh on the Lachine shore oould discern 
the fires which were burning their oom- 
patriot* and coaid hear the screams of the 
viotlms. History present* no more horrible 
massacre than that of Lachine.

fully, proving that during that long period 
the inorease had only been one foot at the 
base, the other dimensions being practically 
identical. Sinoe Humboldt’s account the 
famous dragon tree of Orotava was visited 
by nearlyall the travelers, historians, monks, 
peddlers, and soldiers who had the mildest 
globe-trottingpropensity. InlS19 auarmwas 
wrenched off in a storm, and about some forty 
years ago some unscrupulous persons cut off 
a huge pieoe of the hollow trunk and present¬ 
ed it to the Kew museum. Another storm 
In 1867 broke off the upper part, leaving the 
trunh alone standing. A traveler at that 
time says the ground underneath was covered 
with pieces of broken branches, some being 
eighteen feet in oircumference. When the 
land where the tree was growing came into 
the possession of the late Marquis del Sau- 
zil he nursed the aged vegetable with loving 
care, filled up the gap in its trunk with ma- 
soury, and did all that was possible to pro¬ 
long its < xiatence. Piazzl Smyth, who saw 
it in 1856, measured the trunk, and found 
it 60 feet high above the ground and 4SJ 
feet in circumferenoe at that level, and 24 
feet in circumferenoe at a height of 141) feet. 
He says: “ Proudly it raises its antique arm 
above everything around. But how it is 
hampered I An Indigenous wild laurel tree 
is absolutely in oontaot on one side and a 
Lombardy poplar is almost touching on the 
other, while there are such numerous peach 
trees, oleanders, and oranges between and 
all about that there is hardly a single point 
from which we can get a fair view. 

The old tree, moderately credited with 
6.000 years of life, has gone the way of all 
trees, but most felicitously the Marquesa del 
Sanzil has planted on its exact site a seed¬ 
ling derived from its most ancient progen 
icor, and this youngster is now a healthy 
plant some four feet high, looking—in shape 
only—exactly like a fine, long carrot, lightly 
stuok in the ground by its taper end, and 
surmounted by a crown of sword-shaped 
leaves. The visitor to Orotava still climbs 
up the steep hill above Puer to visit the 
beautiful garden of the Marquesa del Seuzal 
and see the spot where the historic tree 
formerly stood. This baby dragon will pro¬ 
bably not flower for twenty or thirty years 
yet, and it will only branch after it has 
blossomed. In a neighboring garden there 
is a dragon which has not yet blossomed, 
and yet it is more than forty years old. 

In botanical language the dragon tree is 
drac.eaa draco, and is described as having a 
tree like stem, which, when the tree is very 
old, becomes much branded, each branch 
being terminated by “a crowded head of 
lanoeolate linear entire leaves of a glaucous- 

f reen oolor, whioh leaves embrace the stem 
y their hue, and on falling ofi at maturity 
leave a ring like oicatrix or scar.” In old 
age curious warts appear, and one from 
tne old Orotava tree has been preserved, 
which is as Urge as a good sized cocoanut, 
being like that fruit in shaps and its rough 
exterior. Though no particular care has 
hitherto baen taken in the Canaries to rear 
these ourious trees, there are still a few fair- 
sixed specimens for visitors to see, one of 
the oldest extant being probably that at the 
gates of the cemetery at Iood. It la mention¬ 
ed in the ancient ohronlolea of the conquest 
of the Island of Tenet iffe, and, standing in 
solitary grandeur, it is the best speolmen to 
study. There is one other good example 
at Iood de los Vinos whioh may be is even 
older. These dragon trees, however, are 
small and absurdly young when oompared 
with the old veteran whioh until recently 
guarded the golden apples in the Darden 
of the Hesperidee.

General Beck’* interview with General 
von Waliereee sod War Minister Duvernoie 
resulted to a military convention, which, 
associated with the Italian convention, com¬ 
pletes the plane for naval and military oom- 
binatlons In She event oi war. 

AKkMgh no official warrant is given for tbe 
reported absorption of England into the al- 
lianoe, the language oi the semi tfficlal press 
justifies the toferenoe that the British go¬ 
vernment has.agreed that their naval and 
military foroes will co-operate with those oi 
the alllanoe to repressing any wanton die 
turbanoe of the Earopean peace. 

DOXS IT MEAN WAR? 

The question now beoomes prominent how 
the leagne will nse Its tremendons strength! 
Russian papers, reoognizing the formidable 
oharacter of the league, predict that Bis 
marok, having formed .the mightiest ooall 
tlon ever seen, will hasten to settle scores 
with Russia and France. 

The leading offiolal organs of Berlin and 
Vienna breathe a language of general good 
will. The “ North German Gezjtte ” re¬ 
does over the strength of the alllanoe and 
ts ability to meet any eventualities from the 
East or West. The Fremdanblatt trusts 
that permanent peaoe is secured, and boasts 
that the allied powers are ready to face any 
emergency. 

The German Colonial Company at a meet 
ing the other day resolved to appeal to Priuoe 
Bismarck for protection against English en¬ 
croachments to Africa, and urged him to 
find means to put an end to the present 
state of affairs. 

In the resolutions adopted reference la 
made to the sefzDre by the English Admiral 
at Zanzibar of Dr. Peters’ steamer, the 
Neera, and to the damage done to German 
traders bv the Niger Company, and the per¬ 
sistent effort* oi English companies to ac¬ 
quire sovereign rights to ths territories ad¬ 
joining the German seMtement*. 

no ill feeling though. 

The speakers all protested that no feeling 
oi hostility toward England was entertained, 
and that the action of the German Colonial 
Company was taken solely in defencs of 
German lights, whioh had been violated by 
the English Trading Company. 

The Emperor and Empress oi Germany 
met with a royal welcome on their arrival 
at Bayrunth, the people turning out en mat ie 
and greeting the distinguished visitor* with 
demonstrations oi unbounded enthusiasm. 

Another manlfestq hss been signed by Gen 
Bonlanger, M. Arthnr Dillon and by M. do 
Rochefort. It states among other thing that 
"the judgment of the High Court U the re¬ 
sult of a compact entered Into between the 
Chamber ana the Senate in consideration 
of a promise given by the former,to maintain 
the life of the Senate. The resnlt of this 
monstrous iniquity committed against ns is 
the defeat of universal suffrage. But this 
arbitrary rule of oalumnlee and prevarica¬ 
tion is nearing its end and, notwithstandi n g 
that fresh coupt dt tlal are being prepared to 
the dark, w* have confidence In the firm 
attitude o! the Electoral Code.”

Suggestions for the Siok Kora. 

Even in the depth of summer It is often 
wise to keep a slight fire during the dght. 
To avoid rousing the sick slesper fill paper 
bags with ooal and lay a sufficient number 
oi these bsgs in a scuttle. In this way a 
fire may be replenished without the ellghtest 
□else. 

It is essential in selecting seme one to 
watch with a sick person that a healthy per¬ 
son with all his five senses alert to catch 
any change should bo employed. A slightly 
deaf person will cause great annoyance, 
because he must exert himself un¬ 
duly to make himself heard. The eyesight 
of the nurse must be perfect to note any 
change, her feeling alert to notice ohange of 
temperature, her smelling power without a 
Saw to make sore of fresh, pare atmosphere, 
and her taate delloate enengh to allow her 
to appreciate the difference Detween poerly 
cooked food and that properly pryjared. A 
fidgety or nervous woman or a selfish or self- 
absorbed woman is utterly out of plaoe In a 
tick room. 

Ail good housekeepers always keep bund¬ 
les of old flannel, of old linen and of old 
cottou where either oan be readily obtained 
if necessary in the sick-room. Bandages of 
o'd flannel are invalnable in cases of rheum¬ 
atism or of sore throat. In faot, there is 
nothing else that will take the plaoe of suoh 
half worn goods. New flsnnel weuld be of 
comparatively little use for the purpose. A 
small flannel bag filled with heps and wrung 
eut in boiling water will soothe to sleep a 
sufferer from neuralgic pains oftener than 
anything else. There should be sufficient 
bandages on the outside to prevent ite wet¬ 
ting the bedding and oausing a ohill in this 
way. Persons who have suffered frem 
chronic troubles of the bowels have been 
frequently onred by wearing continuously, 
all the year round, a heavy flannel bandage 
over the abdomen, 

Choice Keoipee. 

Cue isB Straws. —To make enough straws 
for twelve persona you will need these 
materials : Six tablespoonfnls of Parmesan 
cheese, six of flour, two of butter, one salt- 
spoonful of salt, half a salt spoonful of cay¬ 
enne, one tablespoouful of water, and two 
eggs. Boat the butter to a oream and then 
beaHnto it the unbeaten yelks of the eggs. 
When this mixture is thick and light, beat 
in the water. Beat the whites ef the eggs to 
a stiff dry froth and stir them into the mix¬ 
ture. Mix the dry ingredients and stir 
them into the egg and batter. Continue to 
stir until a smooth paste is formed. Divide 
this paste into two parts. Flour the mould¬ 
ing board slightly and roll this paste very 
thin. Cut it into strips about three inches

Saturate a woollen rag 
and rub with it. It will also remove stains 
from varnished fnrnitnre. 

10. That otol rain water and soda will r*» 
move machine grease frem washable fabrics. 


Peace or War. 

Lord Salisbury's speech at the Mansion 
Home dinner wae in a line with eeveral 
other speeohee delivered by him at the 
tame place and nnder substantially the 
same conditions. The European horizon, 
he asserts, is black with war olonds ; the 
great continental nations are spending 
larger and larger sums in preparing them¬ 
selves for battle, but the oosts of a 
straggle oarried on nnder snoh conditions 
are so enonnons that none oi thoie most 
deeply interested can afford to break the 
peaoe. It can at least be said that the 
past predictions of this kind which the 
English premier has made have proved 
true. There is no more likelihood of 
war in Europe now than there was two, 
three or four years ago, and on none 
ef these occasions has war oocurred. 
So, on the doctrine oi chanoes, it 
may be fairly argued that a continu¬ 
ance of peace it reasonably assured at 
the present time. Bat it teems to be an en¬ 
ormous Insurance premium to pay for peaoe 
te be oompelled to keep millions of men con¬ 
stantly under arms, and to spend bnndreds 
of millions of dollars taken from the hard 
earnings ef the people in wholly unproduc¬ 
tive military outlays. If the result of all et 
these great armaments it m rely the oon- 
tinnanoe of peace, why is it not bettor to 
procure the oentlnusnoe oi pyace by a dis¬ 
bandment of thorn ! We are willing for war 
purpeaes te saorifioo life and wealth in a per¬ 
fectly reckless manner, when, if men had 
only a fair amount of reason, all of tho legi¬ 
timate ends that can be gained by war oeuld 
be acquired, without any waste snd hardly 
any expenditure, by peaeeful methods. 


Why the Teeth Chattel. 

It U through the skin, and only through 
the skin, that wo receive sensations of tem¬ 
perature. The chattering of the teeth frem 
the feeling of oold is caused bv what is term¬ 
ed reflex action of the muscles of the jsw. 
When an impression is made on tho sensitive 
surface of the skin it is conveyed by an ex- 
oiter nerve to tho spinal oord, and is there 
reflected back on the mnsolee by a correspond¬ 
ing motor nerve, the aotien being involuntary, 
like that of any other mechanism. Chatter¬ 
ing of the teeth, as wsll as shivsring and 
sneezing, is nature's effert te restore the 
circulation of tho blood whleh has aooumtdat- 
ed in the larger veins near the heart.—{New 
York Telegram, --

The defenders of the Established Church in 
England have snooeeded in induoing the Gov¬ 
ernment to introdnoe and support a msasnre 
which, If It becomes a law may, as its nltlmata 
outcome, pot in serions peril the oontlnoance 
of that ohnroh as a [state organization. At 
the present time the tithes by which the 
olergy are supported form a charge upon the 
land. Either the land owner or the tenant 
is compelled to pay ss muoh towards the 
support cf the Established Churoh. A 
failure to pay gives the clergyman thus 
deprived.of his income tho right, through 
bis representatives, to take possession of 
the land and seize upon its nndlsposed-of 
products. This is oot a satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment where resistance is made to payment 
of tithes, and just now in oertain parts of 
England, and especially In Wales, the at¬ 
tempts to oolleot tithes have led to a rests 
tanoe whioh has boon almost oarried to a 
riot. The proposed lasr makes tithes a 
charge both npon personal property and 
land, and permits the olergyman to sue and 
reoover as in the oase of any legal debt. 
Wh.le this may make the work of recovery 
easier, the proposed change In the law is 
snoh a radical one that the obanoes are it 
will increase to an immense extent the 
popular hostility to the Established Church. 
Thus, though the money, when it is neces¬ 
sary to forolbly oolloot it, may come easier, 
it is not unlikely that in a short time more 
|twlll not come at all. 


U. 8. Sunday Deaeoration. 

Bishop Littlejohn, of the diooese of Long 
Island, has written a powerful letter on the 
subject of Sunday deseoratien in the United 
States. In it he ssys : “ It is simply fright- 
fnl to behold the rapid increase of almost 
every form of Sunday desecration. I may 
not here go into the oanses of this increase. 
They are well known to all who have their 
eyes and ears open, and if they are allowed 
to work on nnoheoked along the existing 
lines of lawless and unrestricted indnlgenoe, 
the American Sunday, a* bound up with the 
best traditions and customs of our sooial and 
religious life, will, in the next twenty years, 
practically cesse to exist in onr great oltles 
and in their far-spreading snbnrbs. This 
consideration ought to be enough to arouse 
all Christian people of every name from their 
preeeue apathy. But there is another fea¬ 
ture of tho case whioh ought to tell with 
equal foroe upon all who value, as necessary 
to the peaoe and order and well being of the 
oommuDlty, the proper enforcement of the 
law. Bad as are the violation and contempt 
not only c f the religions sanctity of Sunday, 
bat also of Its domestlo and sooial proper¬ 
ties, and of its labour exemptions for the 
masses, the open, habitual and wanton 
defiance of the laws enaoted by the State for 
the protection of the day is only less fraught 
with disaster.” Commenting upon the 
Bishop's letter the Brooklyn “ Times’’ says 
that “ there oan be no doubt that the open 
breaking of the Sunday laws breeds oon- 
tempt for all law, turns the suburbs into 
pandemonium and tends powerfully to 
destroy the oharaoter of Sunday as a aay of 
rest.”
